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Analysis of Dairy Conditions—and Suggestions 


in the dairy industry, that Holstein- 

stein-Friesian breeders and dairy- 
men generally must meet a condition 
that is going to require their best 
thought, skill and patience if they hopeto 
surmount the difficulties and emerge un- 
scathed from the present embarrassing 
conditions. 

The times are momentus. We all feel 
uncertain of the future, and while we 
may express opinions of the rosey out- 
look and may congratulate our neighbor 
upon his future to keep our own courage 
up, the fact remains that each one of us 
is in a peculiar state of mind. I am not 
prepared to say what the cause is, but 
it is a fact that we feel uncertain, we 
are worried, and the more we read the 
newspapers and see what is going on the 
world over, the calamities that are antici- 
pated, and the unfortunate industrial un- 
rest that is in existence, we wonder what 
the future has in store for us. The more 
we think and the more we try to solve it, 
the less we are satisfied. 

The Government through its represen- 
tatives, and the States through their 
representatives, have seemingly satisfied 
themselves that the whole trouble grows 
out of the high cost of living, and their 
whole effort is extended to reduce the price of food pro- 
ducts notwithstanding the fact that the world is short of 
food, it is only good prices that stimulate production, 
and I am afraid of the effect on production of this persis- 
tent and everywhere present effort of reducing the price of 
what the farmer has to sell. I believe we must forget their 
agitation and lend every possible effort to increasing the 
acreage of food plants in order that the world may be 
fed, and that the unrest may not be increased by a scarcity 
of food. 

The purebred dairy livestock breeders, and the dairy- 
men are perhaps most affected by the present condition of 
mind of the cousuming public. People cannot realize why 
milk should be 15 or 18 cents a quart who bought it five 
or six years ago for 10 or 12 cents a quart notwithstanding 
if they are wage earners they are getting two or three 
times the wage they did, and if they are merchants they 
are receiving several times the profits that they previously 
received, and I am at a loss to understand how it is going 
to be possible for the dairyman to produce milk and sell 
it to the distributors for $3.50 to $5.00 per hundred if he 
has to pay from $45 to $55 a ton for bran, $85 to $90 a 
ton for cottonseed meal, $100 a ton for oil meal, and other 
feeds in about like proportion. I can remember, as a 
youth, on the farm when we used to purchase bran in the 
Summer months at $8.00 a ton and store for winter use, 
and corn and other products were worth in about like 
proportion. 

The great bulk of the public who labor with their hands 
are earning two or three times the number of dollars that 
they were earning five years ago, and they are spending

like drunken sailors with never a 

thought for the future. They are in- 

creasing the demand for everything 

that is consumable, and merchants 
and professional men are largely engaged 
in the same practice, and then wondering 
why the prices are so high when the pro- 
ducing ability of the country is less 
than normal. Some claim that it is the 
tremendous redundancy of currency and 
of credit that makes the high prices, 
others that it is the scarcity of products, 
but the fact remains that it is the un- 
checked demand of every person to grati- 
fy their then present desire without any 
regard to the cost or the effect it has up- 
on prices. I am thoroughly convinced if 
every man, woman and child would only 
buy what it was necessary for them to 
have for reasonable comfort, it would 
not be six months before prices would 
be reduced, and while we will never 
again get down to the low scale of wage 
and product price it is certain to be 
hoped that we will not continue to swell 
like a dead toad in the sun, because if 
it continues the result will be the same 
as with the toad. 

I believe we must work out a plan of 
efficiency in the production of the dairy 
products; we must realize we are manu- 
facturers as well as:breeders of purebred livestock, and 
dairymen; that milk, butter and cheese are the products 
we are engaged in manufacturing, and we must use ma- 
chinery that is the most economical in the pro- 
duction of it. In those early days when bran was 
$8.00 or $10.00 a ton, corn 30 or 40c a bushel, and oats 20c, 
you could use machinery that was wasteful in its manufac- 
ture, you could use a scrub machine called a dairy cow 
that could only turn out 20 lbs. of milk a day at her very 
best, and with the very low prices of products and the 
very low price of labor, the loss might not be so apparent, 
but the man who feeds an inferior milking machine, the 
ordinary wasteful scrub cow, cottonseed meal at $85 a 
ton, corn meal. at $75 a ton, and bran at $50 a ton, will 
go busted if he keeps very many of that sort of machines 
in operation. In my opinion there is no excuse for asking 
the public to pay prices commensurate with a profit, or 
even the cost of production of milk under such conditions. 

I have requested Professor H. W. Norton of the Agri- 
cultural College of Michigan, a director in the Holstein- 
Friesian Association, who is greatly interested in the sub- 
ject and has done a large amount of research work along 
similar lines, to prepare for the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion an article based on the experience of the Michigan 
Agricultural College and the agricultural colleges of other 
states in experiments of improving the dairy herds by 
the use of purebred dairy sires, and I am sure that all 
dairymen will be interested. I make this prophecy that 
that experience will show that the third purebred cross 
has resulted in the production of a machine of twice the 
productive ability as the original scrub from which the 
breeding started, and that the cost per pound of milk, or 
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per pound of butter, have been reduced by more than 40 
per cent. This seems to me now to be the duty of every 
dairyman and of every breeder to take up, interest him- 
self, and help bring about a condition that will make pos- 
sible the production of these necessary dairy products 
at the lowest possible cost to the consuming public. I 
made a prophecy at the state meeting of those interested 
in animal industry, at Indianapolis a year and a half ago, 
that the farmers and dairymen would be the first persons 
that would be called upon to reduce the cost, to reduce the 
price of their product, and one of the orators, a gentle- 
man very high up in the Federal galaxy of administrators, 
scouted the idea that there would ever be a time when 
there would ever be any thought of reducing the price of 
the products of the farm and the price of farm foods be- 
cause of the great demand there was for them. Notwith- 
standing that, in the state next East of Indiana—Ohio, they 
have had the dairymen indicted down there because they 
were attempting to work out a plan to more economically 
handle their products by making it possible for one rep- 
resentative to bargain for the product of the many in 
marketing the milk. There were none of them astute poli- 
ticians, who thought it was worth while to take up the 
question of profiteering in the foods those people had to 
buy to feed their cows. I will venture the assertion that 
in the State of Ohio, as in Michigan, they are not averaging 
to pay over $2.10 for wheat notwithstanding the price is 
$2.26 fixed by the Government. I will venture the further 
assertion that the dairymen of the State of Ohio are paying 
on an average of $50 per ton for bran when the price 
was fixed at $27.50 by the Federal Government at the 
time the Government was handling the wheat and flour 
products. 

It would seem the only thing that the city man can 
interest himself in is the cost of milk for his children. He 
will pay from $80 to $100 for a suit of clothes for himself 
to wear like he used to buy for $35, and his wife will pay 
$100 for a gown that she used to buy for $40, but when 
it comes to milk for the children then the wail comes 
forth, a mighty noise is made, and it is the dairyman who 
has to bear the brunt of the onslaught. The man who gets 
up at four o’clock in the morning and works until dark, or 
as much longer as his strength will permit, with his family 
largely his only assistance, has to be made the goat for 
the city well-to-do, or for the city mechanic who gets from 
$5.00 to $15.00 a day and works eight hours. 

I will admit it gets on my nerves, that I permit myself 
to get wrought up over the situation. Still I realize that 
we must put up with this thing, and that the whole matter 
can be remedied by educaion and by education alone. It is 
not becguse the city man whether banker, professional 
man, or mechanic, wants to be unjust or wants to be

unfair, it is because he is not informed and does not 
know anything about the conditions that confront the 
producers of food. 

I shall be very glad indeed to have some practical dairy- 
man, or some breeder of registered dairy stock, advise 
me how it is possible to make milk at $4.00 per hundred 
pay the wages they have to pay now, and buy bran at $50 
a ton and cottonseed meal at $85 a ton. Still there is not 
fifteen per cent of the farmers or dairymen of the United 
States who are getting anywhere near $4.00 per hundred 
for their milk. 

What I fear is discouragement on the part of the dairy- 
men, and I believe, men, that the only thing in the worldfor 
you to do, if you have not the best machinery for producing 
milk, then breed into better machines. It may take a few 
years but this struggle is going to last for several years, 
and we will all be in better condition to meet the demand 
upon us when we are in possession of, and operating, the 
most economical and efficient machinery for producing our 
products. 

You may say it is a difficult and expensive problem for 
you to grade up your herds, that you have to pay tremen- 
dous prices for purebred dairy sires, but such is not the 
fact. I will venture the assertion that a great many car- 
loads of purebred registered Holstein-Friesian bull calves 
can be purchased in the eastern dairy states at a very 
low price because there are as many bull calves born as 
heifers practically, and there is only a demand for about 
one-twentieth as many. The surplus in thousands of cases 
is used for veal because the breeders are not equipped 
to raise the calves, and because in certain localities the 
great bulk of Holstein-Friesians are bred and raised by 
dairymen. They use them as milking machines and they 
want an outlet for the bull calves. A county agent in the 
State of New York could interchange views with the 
county agent in Kansas and arrange for picking up and 
transporting a car load of calves that would be a credit 
to the dairy industry and at the end of the third genera- 
tion would increase beyond your wildest expectations the 
production of your herd. The same thing would be true 
between the county agents of New Jersey and Pennsylva- 
nia with Missouri and Nebraska. It is simply a question 
of getting busy and not talking about it but doing some- 
thing. It does not cost any more to raise this purebred 
bull calf after you have him than it does a scrub. There 
has been a great many purebred aged bulls of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed that sold as beef in the last year and 
a half for more than $150 so you would have something in 
the end to count on to pay you back for any small invest- 
ment that you made at the outset to improve your own 
factory production.

Injunction Prevents Action 


BOARD BARRED FROM FURTHER CONSIDERATION 


OF THE COLE MATTER BY 


INJUNCTION SECURED BY CABANA 


ECAUSE of the restraining injunction 
served upon its members by Oliver Cabana 
Jr., owner of Pine Grove Farms, the Board 
of Directors of the Association at its meeting 
held in Chicago on Monday took no action what- 
ever in the Cole matter. It was impossible for 
the Board to take action and will continue to be 
so until the injunction which was granted Mr. 
Cabana September sth at Buffalo by Supreme 
Court Justice Dudley is vacated. The summons 
in this action is returnable within twenty days. 
Attorneys for the Association will return an 
answer in behalf of the association, directors and 
Superintendent of A. R. Gardner each of whom 
is named in the action within twenty days. The 
Board has engaged the firm of Hoyt, Dustin, 
McKeehan and Andrews of Clevelandand Justice 
Nathan J,. Miller of Syracuse to assist Judge 
O. U. Kellogg which selection insures the fullest 
possible assistance for the Association in the 
way of legal representation. 





The Board at Chicago received the evidence 
thus far taken in the case which consists of the 
minutes of the meetings at Chicago, Cleveland 
and Buffalo including Cole’s sworn confession 
and an additional sworn statement from O. A. 
Thomas of Rutland, Vermont. These were pre- 
sented to the Board by Chairman James A. Rey- 
nolds of the Executive Committee together with 
a brief report of the proceedings thus far under- 
taken. In opening the meeting which was open 
to the public and attended by about twenty per- 
sons in addition to the Board members present 
President Aitken outlined the situation to the 
members in the following remarks: 


To the Board of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian 

Association: , 

Since your last meeing in Brattleboro, Vt., the 
Executive Committee of the Board, in investigating 
the records made by Charles Cole, of animals tested be- 
longing to Cole & Hicks, with supervisors from the

She milked as high as 122 lbs. in a day and averaged 
over 112 lbs. for the entire 30 days. She was continued 
in semi-official test for 315 days, and although carrying 
calf during six months of the test made a record of 926.77 
lbs. butter from 23782.3 lbs. milk.

We found that 
Lenawee Calamity 
Pet is in some re- 
spects the leading 
cow in the United 
States for milk pro- 
duction. Her five 
records, as we have 
said, average 764.6 
Ibs, which is the 
highest average 
credited to any cow 
in the world except D. F 
May Echo Sylvia. ~~ 
Her four best seven- ' 
day milk records average 786 lbs., which is 16 Ibs. less 
than a similar average for De Kol Queen La Polka 2d 
and 138 Ibs. less than that of May Echo Sylvia. These two 
cows are the only ones that surpass her for four records. 
She has made three milk records averaging 802.5 lbs.—a 
feat that has been accomplished by only three other cows, 
one in the United States and two in Canada. 

But it is not by milk production alone that this cow 
is famous. She is one of the comparatively few cows to 
make three 30-lb. records, the three averaging practically 
31 Ibs. Her four largest butter records average 30.43 lbs., 
in which respect she stands in 26th place and her five 
butter records average 29.46 lbs. giving her 15th place 
on this list. It will therefore be seen that while her butter 
production is not as sensational as her milk production 
still she ranks with the greatest of the breed for both 
butter and milk. 

Lenawee Calamity Pet was bred by Will Gallup, Hud- 
son, Mich., and was born at his farm March 25th, 1908. She 
was not tested as a heifer and it was not until some six 
years later that D. F. Burgess, La Fontaine, Ind., paid 
$600.00 for her. In order to command this very creditable 
figure she must have shown at that time outstanding dairy 
quality, for she had never made an official record and her 
breeding. was nothing sensational. Her sire, Victoria Sir 
De Kol, at that time had less than one-half dozen A. R. O. 
daughters, of which only one had a 20-lb. record, although 
others have done better since then. He was a son of 
Count Colantha Alban, out of a 20-lb. daughter of Canary 
Mercedes—the first 25-lb. cow to have seven A. R. O. 
daughters. The dam of Lenawee Calamity Pet was also 
an untested cow, but she was sired by one of the good 
sons of Hengerveld De Kol and her dam came of good 
strong breeding. Still as a matter of snap judgment one 
would consider $600 a good round price to pay for an 
untested cow, whose ancestry presented no more remark- 
able features than are found here. 

Mr. Burgess purchased her two months after freshening 
as a 6-year-old and moved her thirty miles to his farm. 
Here she was put on test. She was run in test only two 
weeks and was taken off test the day after the close of 
her best seven-day record, which was 25.59 Ibs. butter from 
679 lbs. milk. Her fourteen day record was 45.95 lbs. but- 
ter from 1233.5 lbs. milk. 

She freshened again just within a year and made the 
best milk record of her career. Her figures for seven and 
thirty days follow:

It will be noted that this record, although larger than 
her six-year-old record, was somewhat smaller than the 
records she had made at 7 and at 8 years, but this de- 
crease can be accounted for by her milk fever as well as by 
her increasing age. 

Her fifth record came at the age of 10 years, 9 months, 
8 days, which was less than 4 years after she made her first 
record. At this time she produced 792.8 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 28.77 lbs. butter, which was, as we have said, her fifth 
milk record above 679 lbs., all within the period of 4 years. 
This is a feat that no other cow has ever accomplished, 
for May Echo Sylvia whose records average rather larger 
required more than four years to make the five records. 

Messrs. Burgess and Son who still own this grand old 
cow inform us that she is individually a magnificent cow 
weighing close to 1800 lbs. They also own two of her 
daughters, a two-year-old and a six months old heifer, both 
sired’ by Colonel Korndyke De Kol, one of the best sons 
of Pontiac Korndyke. Messrs. Burgess & Son consider 
them two of the very best prospects in their splendid herd. 
One of her sons also sired by Colonel Korndyke De Kol 
was sold at the Philadelphia sale for $800, a price we may 
add which was a great disappointment to his owner. An- 
other of her sons was sold for $600 some years ago and 
his present owner yalues him at $2500. 

Under the circumstances therefore Messrs. Burgess 
& Sons feel that Lenawee Calamity Pet has paid splendid 
interest on the investment of $600, which they made some 
four years ago. They have sold two bull calves for a total 
of $1400, they have two fine heifers from her and they still 
have the cow, hail and hearty in spite of the strain of 
making five tremendously large records within four years 
and still’capable of producing large quantities of milk as 
she has proven in semi-official test that she can produce 
over 23,000 lbs. milk in a year. There can be no question 
but that her.milk has more than paid for her keep and 
that of her offspring, so everything that is realized from

HOLSTEINS AT THE EASTERN STATES EXPOSITION 


Although the exhibit of Holsteins at the Eastern States 
Exposition, Springfield, Mass., was light in numbers, there 
being but fifty-seven head exhibited; outside of a few 
classes it was a real good show and a credit to the manage- 
ment. The exhibit was distinctly from New England, for 
every Holstein exhibited, with the exception of the herd 
of Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co., came from the home state of 
Massachusetts, several of the exhibitors appearing for the 
first time in a show of this character. 

The splendid exhibit of Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co., consist- 
ing of fifteen head, made almost a clean sweep of the 
classes. This herd was splendidly conditioned and every 
individual was an especially good specimen of the breed. 
A noteworthy thing in the exhibit of this herd was their 
beautiful top lines, carrying out so straight to tail setting. 
Their young bull, King Korndyke Fannie Veeman, at- 
tracted considerable attention and is proving a very suc- 
cessful sire, judging by the individuality of his get. Frank 
P. Knowles furnished one of the sensations of the show in 
his heifer, Pearl Asiatic, a very handsome yearling daugh- 
ter of King Pontiac Asiatic Ormsby, which bull he is also 
showing this year. Mr. Knowles and Gardiner Hall Jr. & 
Co. furnished more than 50 per cent of the Holstein exhibit. 


The Bull Classes 


In the aged class there was but one entry, King Pon- 
tiac Asiatic Ormsby, shown by Mr. Knowles. This is the 
bull he exhibited at Syracuse the week previous and it 
was pleasing to note the improvement in showing made 
by this animal. He seemed to have improved fully 100 per 
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cent from the week previous and made a very favorable 
impression with the ring-side. He is sired by a son of King 
of the Pontiacs from a daughter of Hengerveld De Kol, 
In addition to winning first in this class, he was later 
made senior and grand champion. 

In the class for bulls two years old and under three, 
there were five shown, the outstanding animal being King 
Korndyke Fannie Veeman, the son of King Korndyke 
Sadie Vale for which Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. paid $12,000in 
Worcester in 1917. This bull has developed into a magni- 
ficent specimen, is unusually growthy, handles himself 
very gracefully and is in all respects a very toppy animal. 
With another year’s development, he is bound to make a 
contender for championship honors. The remaining four 
animals were quite on the average order. King Mooie 
Fayne, shown by Lombella Bros., was placed second, 
Solong Sarcastic Vale, shown by John Dzuris, was placea 
third. Neither of these animals were pleasing on the rump 
and the latter animal showed an especially heavy shoulder, 
The fourth in order, Colantha Sir De Kol Clothilde, a son 
of Colantha Johanna Lad, shown by George F. Smith, was 
one of the best dairy bulls in the ring and seemed to be 
deserving of a place further up in the awards, although he 
was described by the judge as handling rather on the 
ordinary side. 

In the senior calf class five came up for inspection. 
First position was awarded to K. K. F. V. Albert, a very 
fine son of King Korndyke Fannie Veeman, shown by 
Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. This youngster showed exceptional 
growth, had an abundance of quality and finish and was 
easily the outstanding calf of the class. He later came in 
for the junior championship. Second place went to Lom- 
bella Bros. on King Mooie Fayne Korndyke, also a very 
nice youngster but lacking somewhat in size, compared 
with the winner and showing lighter in the barrel. Third, 
fourth and fifth positions went to John Dzuris, Gardiner 
Hall Jr. & Co and F. P. Knowles in the order mentioned on 
animals of average quality, although the Knowles entry 
displayed one of the best barrels in the ring. 

In the junior calf class there were but three entries, 
first going to Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. on a very fine young 
son of King Korndyke Fannie Veeman. 


The Female Classes. 
In the aged cow class there were nine contestants 
and this furnished one of the best classes of the day. The 
outstanding winner was Lillie De Kol Pietertje 2d, an 8- 
year-old daughter of Johanna King Segis, shown by Gardi- 
ner Hall Jr. & Co. She is a cow of immense size, shows a 
very beautiful head and neck, has a wonderfully straight 
back and carries an unusually large, well-placed udder 
running well forward and very evenly balanced. She is a 
cow worthy of competition in any show ring and it should 
be a source of great pleasure to her owners in being able 
to bring out a cow of her quality and finish. Standing next 
to her for second position was Empress Posch Hengerveld 
Rosewood, shown by Mr. Knowles. This is the cow that 
stood second to Minerva Beets the week previous at 
Syracuse where she created so favorable an impression. 
She displays wonderful quality and if she could be shown 
fresh, she would have a quality all her own. She is one 
of the greatest cows that it has been our privilege to see. 
Third position was given to Braeside Amarilla Colantha, 
also shown by Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. This was an animal 
of much quality, just a bit on the fine side, but a real 
dairy cow and deserving of the position she won. About 
the only fault to be found with her was a split in the 
udder with a slight tendency ‘for it to pitch forward. The 
remaining six were cows of average quality, although they 
furnished good competition. The fourth position went to 
Lombella Bros, on a very useful type of cow sired by 4 
son of Pontiac Korndyke. Fifth and sixth positions went to 
John Dzuris on a daughter of Finderne Pride Fayne and 
Count Edgelake Castine Pontiac.

Johanna Topsy Cornucopia 2d is 
the third largest record daughter of 
the famous century sire, Pietertje 
Hengerveld Segis, being one of his 
three daughters that have records 
above 34 pounds. The old bull, who 
is a 33-pound son of King Segis, now 
has 112 A. R. O. daughters, five of 
which have records ranging from 30 
pounds to 37 pounds. He has at least 
26 daughters that have made two-year- 
old records from 20 pounds to 26 
pounds, and has a fine lot of young 
daughters yet to be tested. The dam 
of the 34-lb. cow is a 23-pound daugh- 
ter of another century sire, Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad. Besides the 
34-pound record, which she made re- 
cently, she has a four-year-old record 
of 26.93 pounds and a junior 3-year-old 
record of over 22 pounds in 7 days and 
585.46 pounds in 10 months. She was 
bred by E. E. Cady, Goshen, N. Y. and 
was developed by her present owner 
Lee Kinne, Hartwick Seminary, Otse- 
go County, N. Y. 





A Nebraska Show Cow 


Uneeda Polkadot Elsie proved her- 
self to be one of the finest type cows 
in the state of Nebraska when she 
won first prize, senior and grand cham- 
pionship at the state fair at Lincoln in 
a rather stiff class.

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No Barn Records Yet Forthcoming 


E have to report that at this writing, Sept. 

18th, there has been no deluge of barn 

records received for publication. Two 
weeks ago it will be remembered we presented 
some of the reasons why it appealed to us it 
would be to the interest of anyone desirous of 
arriving at the truth, in connection with the rec- 
ords under fire at Pine Grove Farm, to publish 
the detailed every-milking figures for the cows 
whose records are called into question. These 
should show every recorded weight of milk with 
its average test whether those figures appeared 
in the period officially reported or in some other 
period. We still maintain that this method should 
prove absolutely which of Cole’s sworn state- 
ments is true in relation to the Cabana records. 
Some of these records, we know would from our 
own observation, indicate nothing out oftheway. 
For instance, Segis Fayne Johanna who was on 
test twelve days, started on the sixth day after 
freshening and made her 50-lb. record in the first 
week with a continuation of practically the same 
rate during the entire period she was on test. 
It will be recalled that her test was discontinued, 
suddenly, on account of a reported case of in- 
digestion We should be especially interested 
therefore in seeing the figures on cows where 
the test was started promptly after freshening 
but the peak of production, perhaps, was not 
reached for thirty or sixty days. Study of such 
records would be most illuminating. If these 
figures, upon inspection, looked reasonable they 
would carry more weight with the Holstein pub- 
lic in backing up Mr. Cabana’s case than all of 
the legal arguments that could be bought at any 
price. If they did not look reasonable and no 
explanation was forthcoming, the maintenance 
of the records by legal means would be an abso- 
lute waste of money, for the records themselves 
would be valueless in the eyes of the public. 
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Sessions of the Board at Chicago 


HE Chicago meeting of the Board wilt 
T have passed into history when this issue 

of the World reaches its readers but at 
this writing it is still on the calendar of coming 
events. According to the call the purpose of 
this meeting is: 


“To take into consideration the testing for Advanced 
Registry of Creampot Pontiac Korndyke and certain other 
animals tested by Charles E. Cole; the investigation made 
by the Dairy Department of Vermont; the sworn signed 
statement and confession of Charles E. Cole as to the 
methods employed by him in making official tests for 
Advanced Registry on animals owned by Oliver Cabana, 
Jr., John Arfmann, Bernhard Meyer, Bloomingdale Farm 
Company, Cole & Hicks, and John M. Kelley, and others; 
and such other matters as might pertain to the accuracy 
of records made by him and the evidence in relation there- 
to, including the evidence already taken before the Execu- 
tive Committee, which has had the matter under investi- 
gation, and all additional information or evidence that may 
be presented. 

And to receive and consider the report of the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Directors of this Association 
who have investigated said subjects, and taken proofs 
and evidence in reference thereto, and to act thereon; and 
for the transaction of any other business that may come 
before the Board.” 


At this time it will be impossible to say how 
the meeting will be affected by the injunction 
order which Cabana has served upon members 
of the Board to restrain them from taking action 
detrimental to the value of the records made on 
his farm. The basis for this injunction was on 
the ground that the election of the officers at 
Philadelphia was contrary to the membership co- 
operation law of the state of New York, under 
which our National Association received its 
charter. Upon this point there is evidently a dif- 
ference of opinion although the preponderance 
of weight of legal opinion seems to lie very heav- 
ily in favor of the Association. Before action can 
be taken in this case it will be necessary to get 
the injunction set aside by court order. We lay 
no claim to special legal knowledge but we are 
reliably informed that, as the purpose of the 
courts is to protect the interests of the people, 
any court in the land would set aside, upon suf- 
ficient evidence of fraud, an injunction based up- 
on a legal quibble that had for its purpose the 
perpetuating of that fraud for individual profit. 
We believe absolutely that the temper and the 
spirit of the Board is overwhelmingly in favor 
of prompt, decisive and drastic action for re- 
moving at one operation every particle of di- 
seased tissue so that we may be assured of a 
sound and healthy growth for the future. In 
adopting that attitude the Board is reflecting the 
belief of practically a unanimous body of Hol- 
stein breeders. With representatives in attend- 
ance at Holstein shows and conventions during 
the past month, all the way from Massachusetts 
to the coast, in a large proportion of the leading 
Holstein centers, the World has perhaps more 
first hand information on this subject than any 
one else. We are absolutely convinced from our 
observation, that if the disposition of the case 
were to be left to a vote of the members of the 
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ciation (as one of our correspondents sug: 
gests) it would be almost one hundred per cent 
in favor of a thorough house-cleaning and severe 
retribution for the offenders.

A Suggestive Remedy 

NE of our correspondents who takes a pessimistic 
O view of the situation in general suggests that the 

bad effect of the present situation would be greatly 
minimized if the Association would strike off of its ad 
vanced registry certificates the statement that the Associa- 
tion itself assumed no responsibility for the accuracy of 
the record appearing thereon. He contends that the Asso- 
ciation should make such a careful investigation of rec- 
ords about which there was any question that it could 
conscientiously stand back of them for all time. There 
might be an advantage in this change, from the standpoint 
of the individual breeder but from the standpoint of the 
organization of the National Association, it would beabsolute- 
ly untenable. We had allsupposed, until the recent disclosures, 
that our system of verification tests, etc., was as thoroughly 
reliable as could be devised and that very fact gave us a 
blind confidence in the results that caused every last one 
of us to overlook things which, in the light of recent de- 
velopments, should have been sufficient to have aroused 
our gravest suspicions at the time. This particular form 
of crookedness will probably never get by again but 
just as long as human nature exists there will be men 
who, no matter what their line of work or activity may 
be, will try and beat the game for their own individual 
profit. Suppose for example our association was financially 
responsible for the records that are now questioned. It 
would not dare act, no matter how strong the evidence 
might be, because it would be assured that it would have 
damage suits enough upon its hands to place it absolutely 
in bankruptcy. The one really practical remedy, as we see 
it, is to make our regulations so strict that even an honest 
man will have to watch his step to keep from stumbling 
while the crooks, after looking them over, will decide that 
other lines of activity offer better prospects for easy mon- 
ey. 


Twin Cities Milk Producers Win Case 


TELEGRAM from W. S. Moscrip, under date of Sept. 
A 17th, advises that the Twin Cities Milk producers’ 

Association case was on that date decided by the 
court in favor of the defendants. The story of the good 
work of this Association appeared in the World Feb. 22d 
of the courrent year. Through the efforts of a few men. 
the dairymen in the districts supplying the twin cities ot 
St. Paul and Minneapolis were welded into an organiza- 
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tion and taught the value of co-operation. With practically 
all of the milk supply in its hands and with ample facilities 
for handling any surplus milk through its own co-operative 
factories and creameries, the Association was in a splendid 
position to insist upon a fair price for their product from 
the distributors. It seems to be a characteristic of milk 
distributors to want to dictate not only the price they 
shall receive for the product they sell, but also the price 
that they pay the original producer for it. Alegal battle then 
ensued, the distributors finally securing an indictment 
of the Executive Committee of the Producers Association 
on the ground of violation of the State’s Anti-trust Laws. 
The case had considerable political significance and was 
put off and postponed for considerably more than a year. 
It finally came up for trial, Sept. 17th, and, as stated in 
the telegram quoted above, the position of the milk pro- 
ducers was completely vindicated. The committee is com- 
posed of W. S. Moscrip, J. B. Irwin, W. F. Schilling, R. B. 
Goodhue and C. R. Burkett while Col. M. D. Munn, president 
of the National Dairy Council and of the American Jersey 
Cattle Club was counsel for the Association. Holstein 
breeders should be proud of the part played in this mat- 
ter by members of our fraternity. J. B. Irwin was first 
president of the Association while W. S. Moscrip is now 
chairman of the Executive Committee. Senator Hackney 
and W. F. Schilling have been prominent in its councils 
and activities from the beginning. 


The Cover

This ab- 
solutely insures the health of the animals sent to the farm, 
as Carnation Stock Farms are under Federal supervision, 
and it is the idea of the Carnation people to employ every 
safeguard to preserve the health of their own herd and 
that of visiting cows. They have a similar building at their 
eastern farm at Oconomowoc, Wis.

Wyoming Doctor Finds That Hol- 

steins Pay 

Dr. McLain Morgan, who has a 
Holstein ranch near Laramie, Wyom- 
ing, finds that the breeding of Hol- 
steins, as a dairying proposition, pays 
large returns on the amount invested. 
His statement published in the Wyom- 
ing papers claims that the twelve 
Holsteins that he purchased last 
winter paid for themselves in just 
five months and twenty-five days ou 
the average. His claim is based upon 
the fact that the amount of money 
received for his milk delivered whole- 
sale at a local creamery and since 
last December, when the animals were 
bought, is more than equal to the 
amount invested in the cattle, the 
excess being very nearly equal to the 
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amount spent for feed during that 
time. Dr. Morgan states that, during 
the summer months, the animals were 
fed nothing but range grass and he 
believes that, if they had been fed 
grain and had been given better care, 
the results would have been even 
better. Dr. Morgan weighs every 
cow’s milk at every milking and 
reports that he hasn’t a “boarder” in 
the herd. The herd is headed by a 
grandson of King Segis and is des- 
cribed by Dr. Morgan as just an 
ordinary Holstein herd. What Dr. 
Morgan has done can be done by any- 
body.

the association could be executed, relating to ad- 
vance registry. While the laws of the Association 
provide for trials of issues relating to registry of 
animals in the Herd Book, no provision is made for 
the manner or mode of trial or investigation where 
the correctness of records in advanced registry, are 
at issue. And while the Executive Committee is gen- 
erally, by the laws of the Association, empowered 
to do all things that your Board could do, when it is 
not in session, the Executive Committee, after con- 
siderable investigation, recommended to me that a 
full meeting of the Board be called to take into con- 
sideration what investigations made by them had 
demonstrated, and what further action the Board of 
Directors might deem advisable to take in order to 
determine to a moral certainty whether or not animals 
had been recorded in the advanced registry by fraudu- 
lent and dishonest means, and what form of proce- 
dure should be adopted for the purpose of arriving 
at an accurate conclusion as to the correctness of the 
records that were questioned. 

It will become apparent at once to the Board, the 
tremendous importance of the issue; the great import- 
ance to owners of animals whose record of perform- 
ance are now on the books of the Association, be- 
cause of the effect it would have upon the sales of 
their offspring and of the animals themselves, if it 
were proven that the records were fraudulent, and the 
records were expunged. On the other hand it must be 
apparent to every one, the tremendous importance, 
not only to the breeders of Holstein-Friesian animals, 
but to the breeders of purebred livestock of every 
character, if fraudulent records were permitted to re- 
main and the effort was being continued to prove that 
like begets like and that animals of great performance 
are calculated to transmit the qualities to their off- 
spring. As it will be seen that starting from a false 
premise or from a false record as indicative of what 
the animal should produce and not being able with 
her offspring to equal or excel, would be a fact or con- 
dition that would tend to discredit the whole doctrine 
of improving stock by selective breeding, and a con- 
dition might exist that would cause irreparable in- 
jury to the livestock industry, through the creation of 
want of confidence in the possibilities of improving the 
breed. 

It was with this situation in my mind that I in- 
structed the secretary to issue a call for this meeting 
of the Board. It is not alone, gentlemen, the question 
of these animals. It is the magnitude of the principle 
involved. This is a moral issue in its relation to the 
breeding of pure livestock, and the tremendous effect 
it will have upon the industry, that made it seem neces- 
sary to go to this great expense of calling a full 
Board to consider the problem that confronts us. 

After the call was ordered, Oliver Cabana, Jr., com- 
menced an action against the Association and pro- 
cured an injunction practically restraining the Asso- 
ciation, its Directors, officers and agents from inter- 
fering or exercising authority over the records he, 
Oliver Cabana, had made, that were recorded in the 
books of the Association, setting up and alleging in 
his affidavits and prayer for injunction, that the offi- 
cers of the Association were illegally elected. That 
legal meetings of the Association or of its officers could 
only be held in the State of New York, the domicle of 
the corporation. Alleging prejudice in the. minds and 
conduct of the officers and of the Executive Com- 
mittee. Which injunction is now in force and which 
was duly served on the treasurer of the Association 
at his home in Syracuse, N. Y. 


It therefore becomes apparent that no action can 
be taken by you at this meeting, that would in any 
way affect the records of Oliver Cabana, Jr. The 
questions, however, that have been raised, go to the 
very heart and life of the Association and if the con- 
tention is true, then any records made during the last 
four years and recorded, or any officers or directors 
elected during the last four years when the national 
meetings have been held outside the State of New 
York, would be invalid. And that is the situation that 
confronts you at this meeting. That is, providing Mr. 
Cabana’s contentions are true and that the courts of 
New York will permit him to raise the issue in the 
manner in which he has raised it. And until these 
problems have been decided by the court, my own 
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judgment is that no action should be taken that in the 
most remote contingent infringes, even the spirit of 
the injunction. I take it however, that any court of 
equity would realize the necessity of your meeting to- 
gether and going over the situation and determine 
what counsel shall. be employed to represent the Asso- 
ciation, and take any other steps that might be neces. 
sary to protect the Association’s interest. 

There are other matters that I wish to bring be- 
fore the Board, more perhaps, as a matter of advice 
than otherwise, relating to the extension work of the 
Association, and the condition that exists in various 
states where you gentlemen live, and where you are 
more familiar with the situation than I am, because 
we cannot remain dormant while the question of Mr 
Cabana’s records are being inquired into, i 

The work of the Association must go on. When the 
shadow that is now thrown over our records is re- 
moved, as it will be, and when right and honesty shall 
prevail, as it will, our representatives will be in the 
harness, used to the work and there will be no slack- 
ing of interest in these great animals that are doing go 
much for the dairy industry and are taking such a 
great part in solving the food supply, that is most 
necessary for the human race. 


None of the three New York directors were 
present it being reported that they remained 
away upon advice of private counsel they had 
engaged. President Aitken reported that one 
of the New York directors, A. L. Brockway, 
had refused to furnish him with a copy of the 
injunction served upon him by Mr. Cabana’s 
representatives. The injunction was later served 
upon each of the directors and upon Mr. Gard- 
ner. 

The injunction was granted upon the follow- 
ing grounds: that the officers intend to cancel 
certain records made by Mr. Cabana’s cattle; 
that the Board is illegally constituted; that the 
procedure has been arbitrary and without giving 
full opportunity for all to be heard; that the can- 
cellation proposed would inflict irreparable in- 
jury both upon the reputation and property of 
Mr. Cabana. j 

The complaint which is a document of some 
length alleges the illegality of the Board because 
meetings have been held outside of New York 


State during the past four years and that there- 


fore all of the directors and Mr. Gardner are 
not legally entitled to hold office. It also alleges 
prejudgment of the case by the Executive Com- 
mittee. Readers of the World who read Mr. 
Cabana’s statement in a recent issue of the 
World have already learned of the main points 
upon which he bases his allegations which are 
set up in the complaint. 

The affair is now at a point where action will 
be delayed for .a number of weeks. The World 
of course ventures no prediction regarding the 
outcome. Mr. Cabana has taken the matter to 
the courts and the issue is now changed so 
that the legality of the Association itself is 
brought into consideration. The members of 
the Association are assured of every protection 
in a legal way that can be had and the Board will 
doubtless leave no stone unturned to maintain 
the integrity of the association. With more space 
at our command we hope to present some addi- 
tional information upon the developments of the 
week in the next issue of the World. *

HOLLAND CONDITIONS 


Comment by Veteran Breeder 

Foot and mouth disease is preva- 
lent over the whole of Holland (Neth- 
erlands) although the disease is de- 
creasing again. 

We have a good hay crop and dur- 
ing this month it is such nice grass, 
growing weather, so that many pas- 
tures are mowed for the second time 
to be cropped either for hay or en- 
silage. 

Many farmers in the pasture dis- 
tricts have five to ten acres arable 
land according to the duty to plough 
land which was decreed last year by 
our government. Most of these plough- 
pastures are sowed with sugar beets 
or other feeding stuffs. In that way we 
have generally enough feed for the 
cattle during the coming winter. With 
regard to the milk supply, the minis- 
ter of agriculture shall if necessary, 
only allow the export of younger cat- 
tle.

MODEL DAIRY FARM MAKES 
HIT AT FAIR 


All Necessary Buildings Shown For a 
Three-Acre Farmstead on 300 
Acre Farm 


Those who attended the New York 
State Fair at Syracuse say that. 
among the exhibits which attracted 
much attention was one showing a 
model dairy farmstead, every detail 
of which was complete. The model 
had a prominent place in the state 
institutions building. Although the 
model was constructed on a scale of 
only one inch to three feet there was 
nothing missing to complete the 
picture, from the modern dairy barn 
and silos to the overhanging elms 
shading the barn and house. 

The fact that the farmstead grounds 
were covered with real grass was a 
source of great surprise to many. 
especially the city people. As they 
stood looking at the model they would 
reach down and touch the grass and 
ejaculate “real grass!” 

The model represented a three-acre 
dairy farmstead in the center of a 
300-acre farm carrying 36 cows, six 
horses and three spring pigs. All of 
the necessary farm buildings were 
shown as well as the home for the 
owner of the farm and the tenant 
house.

Efficiency and Appearance 

The idea which the model a 
tended to emphasize was that an 
efficient milk producing plant anq 
satisfactory home surroundings are 
equally important in such a farmstead 
To be efficient, the plant must be 
workable; it must be carefully arrang- 
ed and well equipped so that it wil] 
be convenient for the man in doing 
the chores and furnish the stock 
clean air, pure water, plenty of sup. 
light and protection from the winds. 
“The dairy stable is a food producing 
plant,” said one sign, conspicuously 
displayed. “Maximun milk production 
can be had only when the cows are 
healthy and comfortable. They cay 
be comfortable only when warn, weli- 
fed and well-watered.” 

The house, on the other hand, to be 
satisfactory “must be livable—it must 
offer a real, homelike picture. A good 
lawn, a sheltering orchard, an over- 
hanging elm, a big lilac at the corner, 
a few flowers by the steps and a 
vine-covered doorway make a picture 
which will help keep the boy and 
girl on the farm.” 

The exhibit was prepared by the 
co-operative efforts of several de- 
partments of the State College of 
Agriculture at Ithaca, N. Y. 

SOME SUGGESTIONS REGARDING 
TESTING 
Editor World 

From time to time, we notice ar- 
ticles appearing in your columns, tak- 
ing slants at the seven-day test. Un- 
fortunately, the seven-day test has its 
shortcomings and many of the criti- 
cisms are well founded; however, most 
“of the arguments are directed against 
the short time test, with the evident 
intent of discrediting it, in favor of 
the long time test. Obviously these 
trends of thought are based on the 
assumption that the longer test is 
“ipso facto” free from the dangers to 
which the seven-day test has been ex- 
posed. The fact of the matter is, we 
need both tests in order to insure the 
continued development of the breed. 
Both must be safeguarded and the fact 
that exposures have been made in con- 
nection with one does not argue that 
the other is without its loophoies. I 
know, of course, that continued harp- 
ing on the imperfection of our A. R. 0. 
system will not get us anywhere. 
What is needed is something of a con- 
structive nature. Wouldn’t it be a 
good plan to have a cow, that is mak 
ing in the neighborhood of 1000 Ibs., 
put on strictly official test when about 
six months along—say for thirty or 
sixty days? Why not compel parties 
making short time tests to wear tight- 
fitting clothes? When a cow gives in 
excess of 80 pounds a day, or better 
than a 4 per cent test, it seems as 
though it would be advisable to make 
two weighings of each milking. When 
two teats are milked, have the milk 
weighed and a sample taken. Likewise 
when the rest is milked out, retain 
another sample and weigh it. In this 
way, it would require an extremely 
clever artist to balance his rations. 

These thoughts came to me on the 
spur of the moment—they may have 
merit and they may not. However 
that may be, the fact remains that 
things need bolstering up. Tests must 
be protected absolutely from the in- 
trigues of irresponsible creatures. We

Wednesday, October 8, has been 
designated “Southern Day” at the 
National Dairy Show in honor of the 
visit of Governor Pleasant and the 
big crowd of Louisiana visitors who 
will be at the show on that day.

Seventy head of registered Holstein cows, heifers, and heifer calves, were 
recently put on sale at George Kuettel’s farm, town of Vinland, for members 
of the Winnebago County Holstein Breeders’ Association and brought a total 
of $16,300 or an average of about $230. Considering that forty-one of these were 
heifers, fourteen calves, and only fifteen cows and most of them well along 
in years, this was a good average for the first sale of this kind. The sale was 
topped by a big six-year-old cow, for which A. R. Maxwell of Allenville paid 
$570, or $485 after the rebate was deducted. 

This sale differed from the average sale in that it was not held for profit, 
but was profit-sharing. It was designed by the Winnebago County Holstein 
Breeders’ association to help the young breeders get started in the purebred

going alone to buy a few head, and paying heavy freight and other overhead 


' expenses, they sent the secretary of the association, Louis Sorensen of Lar- 


sen, Wis., to buy for all. 

The officers and directors signed a note and borrowed the money to 
make this large purchase. Mr. Sorenson, with the help of R. F. Murray, mana. 
ger of the farm business department of the Old National Bank, and G. ‘A Sell 
County Agricultural Agent, located and bought these good Holsteins from five 
or six of the good breeders of Green and Lafayett Counties. 


Distribution is Problem. 


Special precautions were taken to get only well bred stock, sired by 
good bulls and bred to good bulls, free from tuberculosis and other disease 
Every animal over six months of age was tested for tuberculosis before being 
shipped to Winnebago County. They were then shipped in three cars, two 
from New Glarus, and one from South Wayne. 

What troubled these young breeders most, the members state, was the 
distribution of these animals among themselves. They did not like the idea of 
a lottery where they would have no opportunity to choose the individual animal 
wanted, but just have to take whatever chance gave them. Finally, they hit 
upon an idea of a public sale, to themselves, so that every man could bid on the 
animal he wanted. This made a very successful method of distribution. Each 
purchaser seemed well pleased with what he took home. 

Not the least pleasing feature of the sale was the rebate. As the entire 
bunch brought several thousand dollars more than the cost, and nobody was 
making anything on the sale, approximately fifteen per cent rebate was given 
to every purchaser. One old gentleman expressed the sentiment of this fea-

ture very well, when he said: “I came here to buy some registered Holsteins 
and pay for what I bought, but when I had bought five head, the price of the 
sixth was thrown in.” In his case, the rebate on six head amounted to about 
the price of one. 


“Do It Again” Is Request. 


Since the sale, officers and directors of the association have been be- 
sieged with requests from farmers to repeat this stunt, and get some more pure- 
bred Holsteins. It is probable that after the rush of silo-filling, threshing, and 
fair time, another bunch will be brought in. 

The success of this sale has demonstrated even more than the wonderful 
big picnic last spring, the push and ambition of the Holstein Breeders of 
Winnebago County. The association, though less than two years old, now has 
over 200 members, and is one of the largest in the U. S.—G. A. Sell.

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RECORD OF PRODUCTION FOR 
GRADE COWS 


The University of California has 
recently instituted a “Record of Pro- 
duction” for grade cows. The pui 
pose is to recognize the work of 
meritorious producers, even though 
they may not be registered animals, 
to the end that interest in greater 
production and in more efficient dairy 
workers will be stimulated among 
commercial dairymen. The work will 
be carried on in connection with the 
county cow testing associations of 
the state. To qualify for a place oa 
the proposed register, a cow with her 
first calf under three years of age 
must make 300 lbs. butter fat in ten 
consecutive months. The requirement 
at second freshening and later is 350 
lbs. butter fat in ten months. The 
herd records as compiled by the cow 
testing associations are to be accepted 
as authentic, although the University 
of California reserves the right of 
final judgment on all questions aris- 
ing. Monthly reports are to be made 
to the university and upon the com- 
pletion of each ten months record 
above the minimum requirement a 
certificate will be issued. A fee ox 
$1.00 from the owner for each entry
